Nixon ignores China trip criticism

Kavp visited our city ” 
be “ not only a temporary friendship 
K W EILIN , China(UPI) - Former 
President Richard Nixon, seemingly 
oblivious to criticism of his visit to 
China, said tonight he hoped Sino- 
Amertcan friendship would “ last for 
generations to come." 
Nixon spoke at a banquet held to 
welcome him to this south China city, 
one of the most scenic spots in China. He 
arrived shortly before noon after an 
1.100-mile flight from Peking and spent 
the afternoon sightseeing despite mis­ 
erable weather. 
Nixon's visit to China as a private 
citizen has been sharply criticized by 
some American politicians. 
Asked for his comment on the 
criticism , especially by Sen. Barry 
Coldwater. R-Ariz, Nixon ignored the 
questions and brusquely brushed past 
newsmen as if he had not heard them 


One of his aides was asked if Nixon 
might have a comment on the criticism. 
The aide, retired Marine Lt Col. John 
Brennan, said, “ It would be stupid if he 
said anything " 
The banquet for Nixon was jointly 
.sponsored by the Kwangsi provincial 
revolutionary 
com m ittee and 
the 
municipal revolutionary committee of 
Kweilin. 
In his welcoming toast, the vice 
chairman of the Kwangsi revolutionary 
committee, Chiao Hsiao-kuang. said that 
it was a “ great pleasure" to welcome 
the former president to Kweilin. He 
recalled only recently he had been host 
to Nixon’s daughter. Ju lie, and her hus­ 
band David Eisenhower. 
He told Nixon that since he had signed 
the Shanghai communique during his 
visit as president in 1972 “ many Ameri­ 


can guests have visited our city.” 
Nixon was effusive in his praise of 
Kweilin, noted for its beautiful rock for­ 
mations 
The former president said in his toast 
that he had seen many cities in his visits 
to more than 80 countries and added, " I 
can say without qualification that of all 
cities large or small in the world, there 
is not one more beautiful than Kweilin.” 
But he told his host that he was even 
more impressed with the "friendship 
and hospitality" that he has received 
than with the unmatched beauty of 
Kweilin. 
“ The friendship and hospitality you 
have extended to us is indicative of the 
friendship we want to build between all 
Am erican people and the Chinese 
people,” Nixon said. 
He expressed the hope that this would 


be “ not only a temporary friendship but 
one which will last for generations to 
come." 
He also said he hoped the "lasting 
friendship" he hoped to see between the 
United States and China “ will mean in 
the years ahead many of my friends will 
have the opportunity of visiting this 
wonderful city of Kweilin.” 
On Friday, Nixon will take a cruise 
down the Li river for six hours and will 
attend a song and dance performance in 
the evening. Saturday, he leaves for 
Canton, the last stop on his China visit. 
He leaves Sunday for the United 
States, returning by way of Tokyo and 
Anchorage to Los Angeles, the same 
route he followed on his trip to China to 
commemorate the fourth anniversary of 
his 1972 visit as president of the United 
States

The historic De Anza Trek with horses 
and riders garbed in early Spanish 
costumes, will pass through Lompoc and 
central Santa Barbara County area 
tomorrow. Saturday and Sunday. Sunday 
has been proclaimed "De Anza D ay" in 
Lompoc. 
Riders will arrive at the Bixby Ranch 
late Friday, La Purisima Mission on 
Saturday. Vandenberg Village and 
Vandenberg Air Force Base on Sunday, 
and on Monday will arrive in Casmalia. 
The event commemorates the march 
made by Lt Col. Juan Bautista de Anza 
to bring a large party of settlers 
overland up the coast of California to San 
Francisco Bay. Historians say it was the 
S 
Featest single movement of settlers 
uring the entire Spanish period of 
California history. 
De Anza led 242 people, 695 horses and 
mules and ?55 cattle from Sonora. Mex­ 
ico, to Monterey, California. It was a 
w ell-docum ented, thousand-m ile 
journey, outstanding in Am erican 
history. 
The re-enactment of De Anza’s expedi­ 
tion 200 years later is one of California’s 
official bicentennial events. 
Horsemen and walkers will arrive in 
Lompoc Valley at approximately 4 p m 
Saturday to the tolling of La Purisima 
Mission Bells. 
At the Mission, Al Pico, descendant of 
Santiago Pico, a member of the original 
expedition, will assume the role of De 
Anza. Pico will receive the mochilla or 
saddle cover, which has passed from 
rider to rider since the beginning 
celebration in Mexico City last August. 
The expedition will arrive at the Cojo 


campsite Friday. 4 p.m.* La Purisima 
Mission. Saturday, 4 p.m.; Vandenberg 
Village, Sunday, noon; San Antonio 
campsite at Vandenberg Air Force Base, 
4 p m. Sunday. Guadalupe, Monday, 
noon. 
Al Moss will portray De Anza on Satur­ 
day. Al Pico on Sunday and Monday, and 
Clarence Minetti will pick up the ex­ 
pedition and lead it into Guadalupe. 
Participants will receive a De Anza 
patch and a participation certificate for 
their $2 entry fee. 
Lompoc Mayor Art Scott will present a 
plaque to the expedition Sunday on 
behalf of the city. Scott has designated 
Sunday as De Anza Day in Lompoc. 
In his proclamation. Mayor Scott com­ 
mends the walkers and riders who are 
taking part in the trek for their dedica­ 
tion “ to this commemoration of the acts 
of those valiant personages who first 
ventured to bring civilization to Califor­ 
nia." 
The public is invited to participate in 
the barbecue on Saturday night at the 
mission, to be staged by the Moose 
Lodge. Cost is $3 75 and the meal will be 
served until 8 p.m.. starting at 6. 


The pancake breakfast on Sunday 
morning which will be staged by the 
K iw a n is Clubs of Lom poc and 
Vandenberg Village, also is open to the 
public. Cost is $1.50 plus IO cents for cof­ 
fee.

MOSCOW (U P I) — The Soviet Union’s 
top scientist, Anatoly Alexandrov, said 
today the Communist nation is stronger 
than ever and can no longer be 
threatened by force 
But he said peace is the Soviet Union s 
prime concern. 
Alexandrov. 72. president of the 
prestigious USSR Academy of Sciences, 
spoke in closed session on the third day 
of the 10-day 25th Communist party con­ 
gress. 
Soviet leader Leonid Brezhnev set the 
tone of congress rhetoric on the first day 
with a pledge to continue detente with 
the West while pursuing the ideological 
struggle. Most speakers echoed his 
words and Cuban Prem ier Fidel Castro 
said he had no plans to export revolution. 
Alexandrov said the Soviet Union "sur­ 
vived years of the severest warfare as 
well as the years of the cold war and has 
achieved great successes. 
••The growth of our economic and 
military might has changed the situation 
and attempts to address our country 
from a position of threat by force have 
gone The might of the socialist com­ 
munity and of the peace forces has in­ 
creased tremendously.” 
Said Alexandrov: “ Today we are 
stronger than we ever have been and our 
policy of peace and detente has never 
been so active. The peaceful initiative of 
our party and Comrade Brezhnev forms 
the backbone of world policy.” 
The congress is closed to all but the 
5.000 delegates Recorded parts of the 
proceedings are broadcast on television 
and Moscow Radio and the Tass news 
agency carries condensed versions of 
some of the speeches. 
Speakers so far have ranged through 
ranks of Soviet officials to Castro in a 
smart dress uniform and a textile 
worker from northern Russia with a sash 
full of medals glinting on her chest.

WASHINGTON (U P I) - President 
Ford issued a sweeping new call today 
for congressional energy action, urging 
prompt passage of existing administra­ 
tion plans and proposing legislation to 
speed development of Alaska s natural 
gas riches. 
Ford also said the United States will 
give $5 million in the next five years to 
strengthen international 
safeguards 
against nuclear theft and terrorism and 
proposed a new billion dollar aid 
program for areas impacted by develop­ 
ment of fed erally owned energy 
resources. 
The Alaskan gas proposal would give 
the President power to decide between 
two competing routes for moving natural 
gas from the North Slope of Alaska to the 
lower 48 states - one a pipeline across 
Canada, the other a land-sea system 
bypassing Canada. 
"Thus far the Congress has completed 
action on only one major piece of energy 
legislation...” Ford said. 
Eighteen 
other major legislative proposals still 
await final action by the Congress.” 
Ford said the “ most critical" arBa is 
natural gas He urged speedy action on 
existing proposals to remove federal 
controls from natural gas production, 
and on the new proposal for Alaskan gas. 


A White House fact sheet said the 


Alaskan gas measure, to be submitted 
soon to Congress, would force federal 
agencies to finish studies of the two 
route proposals by Feb. I, 1977. 


It said the President would then pick 
one of the routes, subject to congres­ 
sional approval, and "judicial review 
thereafter would be limited." 


Ford said the quick development of 
Alaska’s rich natural gas fields, es­ 
timated to hold reserves of 24 trillion 
cubic feet of gas, could provide U.S. con­ 
sumers with more than I trillion cubic 
feet of gas a year by the early 1980s 


Ford called for reform of nuclear 
power plant licensing rules to shorten 
the time required for bringing new 
plants into operation. 


“ I have also decided,” he said, “ the 
United States should make a special con­ 
tribution of up to $5 million in the next 
five years to strengthen the safeguards 
program of the International Atomic 
Energy Agency" against theft of nuclear 
material.

Candidates divided 
on transit, industry

The eight candidates for two City 
Council seats in next Tuesday's 
m unicipal election faced a public 
audience for the last time last night at a 
forum sponsored by the American As­ 
sociation of University Women in the 
multi-purpose room of the public library 
Only a few areas of conflict emerged 
over the eight-question format devised 
by the AAUW. 
All candidates were present. They are 
Ed Rodgers, Burnham Truman. Floyd 
Southern. Joe Valencia, John Peto. 
Charles Ward, Alberta Morgan and Earl 
Collins. 
Areas of sharp disagreement arose 
over questions concerning a subsidized 
bus shuttle system to outlying areas; 
type of industry for the community and 
the county split issue. 
Truman, Southern and Collins wanted 
no part of tax subsidy for a bus shuttle 
claiming that such endeavors belong to 
private enterprise. Peto and Rodgers 
declared that all municipal transporta­ 
tion is subsidized but a requirement 
must be established first. Valencia 
favored waiting for a transportation plan 
before a decision while Ward favored a 
state tax subsidy rather than a city tax 
for a “ demand system.” Morgan said 
she favors a program currently under 
city advisement embracing the use of 
city taxi cabs. 
Answering a question as to what type 
of industry Lompoc should look toward, 
Peto strongly favored more effort 
toward the development of tourism He 
was sharply challenged by Ward and 
Morgan.

“ You can’t plan a two-week vacation 
in Lompoc,” Ward declared. 
“ I don’t favor tourism; it only favors 
the few businessmen,” Morgan stated. 
Southern and Trum an favored 
anything that is “ clean" while Rodgers 


recommended looking over the available 
labor force first and matching it with a 
compatible industry Collins said that he 
favors a “ soup to nuts" approach 
followed by "how we can work them in." 
Valencia said inducement, such as an in­ 
dustrial park. is necessary before any 
decisions can be made. 
The issue of the county split found 
Ward making an impassioned plea in 
support of the two-county idea. 
" I ’m violently in favor of the split." he 
declared. “ We are different from them " 
He was joined in support of the split by 
Collins and, Morgan. 
" It was my idea long before Fletcher 
thought of it." declared Mrs. Morgan 
referring to County Supervisor Harrell 
Fletcher 


Other candidates disagreed that the 
county be split. 


In answer to other questions posed, all 
candidates favored securing another 
missile monument for the entrance to 
the city; agreed that the city was 
presently doing a good job in im­ 
plementing the affirm ative action 
program regarding employment dis­ 
crimination; favored self-determination 
for the annexation of Mission Hills, 
Vandenberg Village and Mesa Oaks; 
agreed that alternative water would be 
needed but differed on what sources 
should be explored and believed that pre­ 
sent environmental controls to keep 
Lompoc clean were satisfactory. 


Ford aide 
hits Reagan 
statement 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - President 
Ford's chief spokesman suggested today 
that perhaps Ronald Reagan, the 
P r e s id e n t’s 
m illio n a ir e 
op ­ 
ponent. should have been more specific 
in listing his net worth Wednesday. 


"The President put out his full finan­ 
cial statement," said White House Press 
Secretary Ron Nessen in answer to ques­ 
tions about Reagan’s statement listing 
his worth at nearly $1.5 million. 


" I ’m sure reporters are going to be 
looking at Reagan’s statement. He 
(Fordi feels his full financial statement 
is a standard that all candidates ought to 
try to match." Nessen said. 


Ford earlier reported his net worth at 
$323,000 and listed his sources of income 
more specifically than Reagan. 


The former California governor and 
COP presidential hopeful put his net 
worth at almost $1.5 million and estimat­ 
ed he will pay more than 42 per cent of 
his 1975 income in total taxes. 


Reagan lumped all of his taxes into one 
figure Ford broke down his tax pay­ 
ments to distinguish between those to the 
federal government and those at the 
state and local level. 


The President earlier scoffed at 
Reagan's claim to victory in the New 
Hampshire primary despite 51 per cent 
of the GOP vote for Ford. He said he now 
has the momentum to win the nomina­ 
tion and the election in November 


The controversial Santa Ynez Ranch 
School with its satellite foster homes for 
children assigned by the courts and 
county agencies will be required to apply 
for a new county conditional use permit, 
the 
County Planning Commission 
decided late Wednesday 
After a six-hour session, marked by 
some emotional testimony by ranch 
school proponents, the commission, sit­ 
ting in Santa Barbara, voted unanimous­ 
ly for a month’s continuance of the 
public hearing to March 24. to allow staff 
to list suggested conditions for a new 
permit 
Should there be no move then by the* 
ranch school operators for a new permit, 
the commission would then move for 
revocation of the current permit, which 
was originally issued to the Derville 
Academy on the Baseline Avenue site 
near Santa Ynez, it was agreed 
The commission, in backing this mo­ 
tion by Commissioner Robert Lilley by 
an 8-0 vote. alto agreed with Lilley that 
any proposed conditions for a new per­ 
mit should provide details of the extent 
of the operation, such as the number of 


satellite homes, number of children in 
each home, number of children in 
residence at the ranch school and 
enrolled in the public school system and 
details of licensing. 
Any new application would require en­ 
vironmental impact review, it was 
stated, and would also be subject to the 
full scrutiny and input of valley citizens 
who have made vehement objections to 
the present school administration and to 
a number of its assertedly obstreperous 
children. 
More than IOO persons overflowed the 
commission hearing room, with scores 
on one side of the argument or the other. 
More than a dozen persons testified, with 
attorney Frank Michaelson arranging 
for statements by proponents — most of 
them present or former ranch school of­ 
ficials or staffers — and attorney Zel 
Canter serving as leader for the oppo­ 
nents. 
The staff had recommended denial on 


a number of grounds, including findings 
the school operation was detrimental to 
general welfare of the community, and 
adversely affects community services. 
But Deputy County Counsel Susan 
Treseller said these matters were not 
suitable reasons for revocation in this 


Cd SC. 
School staffers headed by Dr. Wallace 
Ault, who is slated to be the new director 
March I, claimed the school fills a vital 
need in the county and an augmented 
specialist staff is on the way. It was cited 
as a major improvement over "the 
isolated foster home idea" by Dr. Ault 
But area residents — among the 400 
persons who signed a petition protesting 
the school operations —charged at 
Wednesday’s hearing that the school har­ 
bored problem children who caused 
serious neighborhood nuisances and who 
were "mixed together" with delinquents 
in company with children who merely 
were victims of broken homes.

Joe Valencia is campaigning 
on what he calls his "track 
record" of service to political.

Valencia. 42. lives at 1317 N

' I think I have a track record 
for people to look at. and if 
they're interested in evaluating 
somebody who has done

I offer that I am no 
stranger to the political, civic 
or youth scene These are good 
prerequisites and I believe I

In an interview with The 
Record. Valencia expressed his 
views on the following sub­

Water — "Lompoc already is 
playing a role in acquiring sup­ 
plemental water in that it has a 
member assigned by the city 
council to the county water dis­ 
trict - Virgil Phelps He would 
be making city inputs and 
bringing county inputs back and 
forth for decision-making 
Secondly, the city has a very 
capable group called the water 
commission which for many 
sears has been studying the 
situation and is making deter­ 
minations of daily use. 
projected use and long-range 
need for the Valley. I believe 
the council receives an excep­ 
tional amount of information on 
this point and... I believe it is 
already playing an active role 
in seeing to the city's water 
needs for the next IO years ” 
Capital improvements — "I 
think the most important thing 
is in the area of public utilities 
The city is an intermediate 
agent, selling electricity. This 
is all right if it can save money 
for the citizens and make 
money for itself The situation 
is that the plant is so outdated

five-million gallon reservoir 
We are using three million 
gallons a day If a problem oc­ 
curred like the floods of 1969 
where there was water pollu­ 
tion or whatever and we had to 
go on reservoir water, we could 
survive only a day and a half at 
the normal level of usage We 
should build another reservoir, 
and we have plans for an ad­ 
ditional 
three-million-gallon 
facility which would give us 
enough water for three or four 
days and possibly longer on a 
ration basis 
"The next priorities are for 
future growth We need to get 
involved in building the in­ 
dustrial park There has been a 
problem for some time of 
building up our tax base and 
creating jobs We have to en­

Court orders privacy 
for male convicts 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - To 
protect the privacy of male 
wards at a Youth Authority 
facility, the 3rd District Court 
of Appeal has ordered that 
women employes be banned 
from living quarters of the 
young men. 
The order was requested by 
Gary Long and Robert Jones, 
both wards at the all-male 
Dewitt Nelson Training Center 
in Stockton. They alleged 
women staff members conduct­ 
ed skin searches and superv­ 
ised showers, saying such ac­ 
tions violated their right of 
privacy. 
In issuing the order Wednes­ 
day, the court said, "The 
presence of female observers in 
these areas of the institution 
violates the norms of privacy 
prevailing in free society. Hie 
department (Youth Authority) 
has offered no justification for 
the violation.” 
The Youth Authority said the 
need for surveillance “causes a 
diminution (rf wards’ privacy 
...” and "in order to approxi­ 
mate a normal social environ­ 
ment the department attempts 
to staff its institutions with 
trained employes of both sex­ 
es.” 
It said women staff has been 
employed in male living units 
for about IO years and the com­ 
plaint by Long and Jones “ is the 
first (rf its sort known to the 
department.” 


The authority disputed the 
wards’ contention that women 
performed skin searches, say­ 
ing the task was carried out 
only by male personnel. 
Long and Jones alleged 
female employes conducted 
skin searches, and were as­ 
signed to observe their sho­ 
wers, latrine use and the sleep­ 
ing quarters in which they 
change clothes. They said the 
same surveillance is conducted 
in the facility’s gymnasium and 
swimming pool. 
The authority said a central 
observation station in each liv­ 
ing unit provides a partial view 
of the bathroom which is 
separated from sleeping rooms 
by a windowed partition. It said 
the glass portion of the parti­ 
tion is frosted to the height of 56 
inches so employes in the sta­ 
tion can see only the upper 
parts of w ards usiijg the 
showers and toilet facilities or 
changing clothes. 


The court ordered the au­ 
thority to remove female staff 
members as supervisors awl 
observers of wards within the 
living units and gymnasium 
sanitary facilities of Dewitt 
Nelson.

Geographic survey 
shows new oil riches 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
new chart prepared by the U.S. 
GMtogical Survey gives an un- 
I Isled ii* and son 
leled 
and somewhat 
surprising — look at potential 
oititches around the world. 
One of the chart’s most 
dramatic messages, survey of­ 
ficials say, is that Africa and 
Latin America are “ sleeping 
giants” with vast potential oil 
production areas that scarcely 
have been tapped. 
The chart, prepared by Dr. 
Bernardo Grossing, for the 
first time shows at a glance the 
world distribution of possible 
oil riches and the amount of 
drilling in each area. 
Grossling said Wednesday it 
indicates “drilling targets in 
the United States are shrinking 
rapidly” and prospective oil 
areas in China — hailed recent­ 
ly as a potential major oil 
producer — are surprisingly 
small. 
Grossling emphasized his 
chart deals with potential drill-

pipeline is 
on schedule 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Con- 
gressional auditors say the $6.4 
billion trans-Alaska oil pipeline 
probably will be completed on 
schedule, by July I of next year. 
The General Accounting Of­ 
fice reported Wednesday its 
review of the privately financed 
project showed it was three 
weeks behind schedule as of 
last Nov. 30. 
“ This slippage is not expect­ 
ed to affect the completion 
date,” the GAO said. 
It said the Alyeska Pipeline 
Service Co., which was created 
by oil companies to build the 
project, was doing more con­ 
struction work this winter than 
had been scheduled to make up 
the slippage. 
The pipeline will carry oil 
from the Arctic coast to the 
port of Valdez. From there, 
tankers will carry it to West 
Coast refineries.

found in any one region. But he 
said it was a good indicator of 
how much potential targets 
have been tested. 


Grossling said the chart 
shows Latin America alone has 
about four times more prospec­ 
tive oil-bearing area than the 
Middle East, but only about 
100,000 wells have been drilled 
there. Africa has a similar 
potential oil area, but only a 
fraction as many wells. 


"In contrast the United 
States, while containing about 
IO per cent of the world’s 
prospective oil-bearing area, 
has a drilling density of about 
seven times greater than the 
average for all the countries of 
the world.” Grossling said. 


Of the 63 full dots on the chart 
that indicate drilling, 44 are in 
the United States. That repre­ 
sents about 2.2 million wells 
drilled.

Th£ Warsaw Pact has 935,000 
men and 15,500 tanks in Central 
Europe, facing 788,000 men and 
6.880 tanks of the Western 
allies, according to the Interna­ 
tional Institute for Stategic 
Studies in London. 
The Communist bloc original­ 
ly demanded cuts by all nations 
concerned, but later agreed a 
first stage could be limited to 
the United States and the Soviet 
Union.

In New York, Governor 
Carey has said he will sign the 
bill preventing the Concorde 
from landing at Kennedy Air­ 
port, which is run by the Port 
Authority of New York and 
New Jersey. Before the New 
York measure can take effect 
identical legislation must be 
passed in New Jersey. 
Gejdenson said he feared if 
the Concorde was banned from 
Kennedy. T ran sp ortation 
Secretary William Coleman, 
who ordered a 16-month trial 
there and at Dulles Airport in 
Virginia, might designate Brad­ 
ley International Airport as a 
replacement. 
“ I want the legislature to set 
up some kind of standard so we 
can be ready for that situa­ 
tion.’’ Gejdenson said. “ I think 
the environmental hazards out­ 
weigh any kind of benefits we 
could possibly gain by having 
.he SST land in Connecticut.” 
"U n til such tim e as an 
ecological study finds no 
detrimental affects would oc­ 
cur from an SST landing, the 
state of Connecticut should join 
with New York in protecting 
her citizens,” he added.

Sweeping food stamp 
reform is scheduled 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Agriculture Department offi­ 
cials today formally proposed a 
sweeping set of food stamp 
reform regulations which would 
force about 5 million people off 
stamp rolls and save taxpayers 
an estimated $1.2 billion. 
At the same time, however. 
A s s i s t a n t 
A g r i c u l t u r e 
Secretary Richard Feltner told 
a news conference the plan also 
would provide increased 
benefits to nearly 5 million of 
the 18.8 million current stamp 
recipients, "virtually all of 
whom are either elderly or the 
poorest of the poor.” 
People dropped from the 
program under the proposal, 
the official said, would be most­ 
ly in groups earning $8,000 to 
$10,000 a year. 
Feltner said officials hope to 
get the new regulations — 
which go far beyond a $312 
million reform bill approved by 
the S e n a t e A g r i c u l t u r e 
Committee — into effect by 


June I. 


An antipoverty spokesman, 
however, immediately an­ 
nounced that about IOO church, 
labor, civil rights and other 
groups plan to file suit quickly 
in an effort to block the 
proposed regulations. 


Ronald Pollack, director of 
the Food Research and Action 
Center of New York which will 
coordinate the suit, said the ad­ 
ministration proposals will be 
challenged on grounds that they 
discriminate against the work­ 
ing poor and run counter to 
provisions of the food stamp 
law requiring provision of an 
adequate diet for the needy. 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr 
wants to conduct experimental 
child care programs costing $10 
million in an attempt to cut 
costs and eliminate red tape, a 
top aide says. 
Brown thinks state-subsidized 
child care now serves too few 
families and is too expensive, 
but he doesn't know which new 
programs should be promoted 
and wants the experiments to 
guide any reform , said J. 
Anthony Kline, the governor's 
legal affairs secretary. 
“ We spend over $100 million a 
year in state, federal and local 
funds to provide subsidized 
child care for 55.000 children,” 
Kline said in an interview 
Wednesday, spelling out the 
governor’s long-awaited child 
care program. “ That’s an awful 
lot of money for a little bit 
back.” 
“ The governor has a high in­ 
terest in child care,” Kline 
said. “ If he was more secure in 
knowing where we are going in 
child care, he might put even 
rn we money in it. But not now. 
“ The governor would like to 
use the $10 million in the 
proposed state budget in an ex­ 
perimental way to provide dif­ 
ferent kinds (rf child care than 
are now available and see 
which ones parents choose.” 
The governor included the $10 
million in his proposed state 
budget but until now had not 
spelled out what the money 
might be used for. The funds 
are in addition to the $47 million 
the state currently spends for 
child care programs. 
Kline said the $10 million in 
state funds would be free from 
the current m ale of federal and 
state restrictions.

children we could serve 15,000 
more children with no in­ 
creased costs,” Kline said.

An end of an era spanning a 
half century in the dairy ranch 
business in the Santa Ynez 
Valley will be marked this 
Saturday afternoon when the 
last of the herd of the Old 
College Ranch Dairy along 
Refugio Road goes through the 
milking bam. 
Dairy ranch owners and 
operators Boyd and Claire Bet­ 
tencourt and their ,son and 
daughter-in-law. Lee and Sarah 
Bettencourt have announced 
the sale of their Holstein and 
Guernsey herd and the closing 
of the dairy. 
The approximate 150 head of 
cows have been purchased by a 
pair of dairymen from the 
Chino area 
The Old College Ranch Dairy, 
located on the historic Old 
College Ranch, site of Califor- 
nia’s first seminary, was 
started in 1925 by Mrs. Betten­ 
court's mother. Bess Rowe 
Hunt, and her late father. 
Archie M Hunt. Since its incep­ 
tion. it has been a family 
operated enterprise In addition 
to being the oldest dairy in the 
Santa Ynez Valley. Mrs. Bet­ 
tencourt said it perhaps is the 
oldest in Santa Barbara County 
operated under the same family 
ownership. 
The late Mr Hunt and his 
wife started their herd with a 
group of Guernsey heifers 
which the Hunts purchased 
from Mrs. Hunt’s father, the 
late George Rowe, pioneer 
Santa Barbara area resident. 
In 1955 a switch in breeds 
turned to the Holstein variety. 
This Bettencourt said, was 
because the dairy processors 
preferred more volume and less 
butterfat than the Guernseys 
produced. 
For many years the milk 
from the dairy was shipped to 
the then Golden State (now 
Foremost) plant in Santa Bar­ 
bara. Following the closing of 
the Santa Barbara plant, the

milk went to Los Angeles for 
five or six years and for the 
past three years has been going 
to Knudsen creamery in Santa 
Maria 
Cessation of operation at the 
Old College Ranch Dairy dwin­ 
dles the number of dairies in 
operation in the valley to two: 
the Jake Willemsen Dairy in 
Buellton and the Martin 
Jacobsen Dairy along Baseline 
Avenue. 
At one time the Santa Ynez 
Valley was known as the dairy 
center of Santa Barbara 
County. This was during the 
period when a total of 34 dairies 
was in operation from one end 
of the Valley to the other. 
From its inception, the Old 
College Ranch Dairy has been a 
forerunner in establishing new 
practices and better production 
methods. Since 1927 it has taken 
part in the cow testing program 
which determines the amount 
of milk produced and its butter­ 
fat content. 
It is a charter member of the 
Santa Barbara County Dairy 
Herd Improvement Assn., a 
group of which today, because 
of the continuing decrease in 
the number of dairies, has 
merged with the San Luis 
Obispo County group and which, 
in the near future, may also join 
with the Ventura County dairy 
herd improvement unit. 
Among the first directors 
from the Valley in Santa Bar­ 
bara County DHIA were the 
late Mr. Hunt and the late Owen 
Hollister and J C. Burchardi. 
Archie Hunt started out milk­ 
ing 20 cows by hand in an old, 
long frame building. A new and 
present bam with the milking 
machine to pipeline to bulk 
storage system was built in 
1941. Today, Bettencourt said, 
the bam and its facilities are 
completely outmoded. 
In 1948, the Old College 
Randi Dairy began using, in 
place of bulls on the ranch, ar­ 
tificial insemination of cows. 
Semen from the top two per 
cent of dairy bulls in the United 
States is used and the produc­ 
tion results, Bettencourt said, 
have been outstanding. 
Since the start of the in­ 
semination program the 
average gallon production per 


cow per day has risen from I 
gallons to today's six gallons 
Bettencourt’s brother-in-law. 
Clyde Gauld. started the ar­ 
tificial insemination program 
for dairymen in the valley area 
and continued his work for 
about 15 years He was forced 
to give it up as the number of 
dairies in the area diminished. 
Today. Bettencourt said, 
dairymen themselves are 
equipped to perform the ar­ 
tificial insemination. 
Claire Bettencourt, who was 
born on the OM College Ranch, 
said the dairy has always been 
operated 
as 
a 
fam ily 
partnership — initially she and 
her sisters, Nome (Mrs. Clyde 
Gauld) and Jane (Mrs. Peirino 
Merlo) taking part with her 
parents For a period later the 
Bettencourts and Caulds were 
partners and today it is the 
Boyd and Lee Bettencourts 
During the past three years, 
Lee Bettencourt, who studied 
animal husbandry a» Cal Poly, 
has been in charge of the dairy 
operation which has entailed 
milkings at 2 p.m. and 3 a m 
every day of the year. 
His father has been involved 
in directing the management of 
the 90-acre Vina de Santa Ynez 
vineyard operation. The 90- 
acres includes 70 on the Old 
College Ranch and a portion of 
the adjoining G. Gifford 
Davidge Ranch. The Betten­ 
courts and Davidges are 
partners in this operation. 
The vineyard includes 
plantings 
of 
Cabernet 
Sauvignon and Riesling. Added 
to the vineyard recently, too, 
was the Pinot Chardonnay 
variety. 
The Bettencourts plan also to 
retain their young stock on the 
ranch and continue their total 
farming operation which covers 
about 240 acres. 
Bettencourt, who holds a 
degree in agricultural educa­ 
tion from Davis, has been a 
part of the ranch operation 
since 1947. 
The late Mr. Hunt, who died 
in 1957, and Boyd and Lee Bet­ 
tencourt, have all be closely as­ 
sociated with dairy and farm 
organizations in the valley, 
county and statewide. Lee Bet­ 
tencourt at present is chairman

to your physician, clergyman, lawyer 
and to as many family members and/or 
friends as you desire. To sign such a 
document, you must be 18 years or older 
and of sound mind (lf at any time you 
wish to revoke the document, you are 
free to do so ) 
According to Jewish Law. when a 
person suffers irreversible brain damage 
and can no longer recite a “bracha” — a 
blessing to praise God 
or perform a 
"m itzv a h ” 
an act to help his 
fellow m an 
he is co nsidered a 
• vegetable,” and there is nothing to 
save " It is thus an act of compassion to 
spare the family the suffering, anguish 
and expense of artificially prolonging the 
breathing and heartbeat when death is 
inevitable. 
The Living Will does not give anyone 
permission to END the life of another in 
a "mercv-killing” manner It is simply a 
document that one signs, stating that he 
(or she) does not want to have his (or 
her) life prolonged artificially after his 
physician decides that there is no hope 
for recovery 
I have signed such a document. You 
may get one bv writing to The Living 
Will.

Jimmy Carter and President 
Ford have found a handy word 
in their campaign vocabulary — 
momentum 
Each claims to have it, on the 
strength of first-place showings 
in the New Hampshire primary. 
They say it will last through 
this summer's nominating con­ 
ventions. 
All eight major Democratic 
candidates have dived into 


campaigning in Massachusetts, 
without drawing a deep breath, 
after New Hampshire. Ford is 
heading for Florida this week­ 
end and Ronald Reagan is cam­ 
paigning in Illinois. 
Carter said his 30 per cent 
showing in a field of five 
Democrats in New Hampshire 
gave him “ tremendous momen­ 
tum ” He predicted he will be 
nominated on the first ballot in 
the national convention in New 
Big GOP benefactor 
robbed of $450,000 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Two 
masked gunmen, claiming they 
had been ordered by the Mafia 
to break into the Bel Air man­ 
sion of millionaire oilman and 
Republican political con­ 
tributor Henry Salvatori, got 
away with more than $450,000 in 
cash, silver and paintings early 
Wednesday. 
The robbers had so much loot, 
police said, they had to steal 
two of Salvatori’s luxury cars to 
get away. 
Salvatori, 75, suffered a 2V*- 
inch cut on his right leg in a 
scuffle with one of the robbers. 
Otherwise he and his wife, 
Grace, 64. were unhurt, even 
though the industrialist pulled a 
gun on the suspects. 
Salvatori is chairman of the 
board of Grant Oil Tool Co., 


president of the HS Petroleum 
Corp., and a director of Litton 
Industries, parent company of 
Western Geophysical. He is a 
prominent Republican and has 
been a heavy contributor to the 
campaigns of Ronald Reagan, 
Richard Nixon and former Los 
Angeles Mayor Sam Yorty. 
Although both robbers wore 
masks, Salvatori said they ap­ 
peared to be clean-cut, college 
types, about 25 years old. He 
said they were “ polite and 
talkative" and one brought his 
wife medicine when she felt 
faint. 
They said the Mafia had 
forced them to break into the 
house, saying they had been 
“ ordered to get $30,000 or be 
killed." Salvatori said he did 
not believe that.

Neither Republican plans to 
campaign for next Tuesday’s 
primary in Massachusetts, the 
only state to vote Democratic 
in the 1972 presidential election. 
But Massachusetts is a major 
battleground for the Demo­ 
crats. 
“ We are playing with a full 
deck here," said Democratic 
hopeful Morris Udall in Boston. 
“ All the candidates are in the 
race." 
Udall, who finished second in 
New Hampshire, said his can­ 
didacy will be “ in real trouble" 
unless he can place first in Mas­ 
sachusetts among “ the progres­ 
sives." He identified them as 
all the candidates except 
Carter, Henry Jackson and 
George Wallace. 
Assistant Senate GOP leader 
Robert Griffin termed the 
March 9 Florida prim ary 
crucial. If Ford wins there, he 
said, “ Mr. Reagan, as a prac­ 
tical matter, will be out of the 
race." 
Reagan arrived in Florida 
Wednesday night from Illinois 
and was scheduled for a day of 
politicking in the Tampa Bay 
area today beginning with a 
noon rally in St. Petersburg. 
While campaigning in Cham­ 
paign, IU., Reagan said it will 
be “ an accomplishment” if he 
gets 40 per cent of the vote in 
Illinois’ March 16 primary — 
the same thing he had said 
about New Hampshire’s pri­ 
mary before it was held. 
Reagan said he “ couldn’t be 
more pleased" with his near 
break-even showing against an 
incumbent president. 
In other developments: 
— Sen. John Pastore, D-R.I., 
endorsed Henry Jackson, term­ 
ing him a strong advocate of 
social reform, better education 
and better health. 
— Ronald Reagan disclosed 
his personal net worth is nearly 
$1.5 million. Ford had released 
a statement two weeks ago 
showing his net worth at 
$323,489. 
— President Ford got 53 per 
cent of the delegates elected to 
county GOP conventions in 
Minnesota. Reagan won 36 per 
cent, and ll per cent were un­ 
committed.

of DST ok’d 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
nation would operate under 
seven months of daylight saving 
time a year instead of the pre­ 
sent six if a bill passed by the 
Senate becomes law. 


It was approved 70 to 23 
Wednesday, and was sent to the 
House. But it is considered un­ 
likely the House will act on it 
before the March 14 implemen­ 
tation date provided in the bill.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
Senate-approved bill providing 
a 
fin an cial 
in cen tive for 
Californians to install solar 
energy devices has moved a 
step closer to winning As­ 
sembly passage. 
The measure (SB218) by Sen 
Alfred E. Alquist, D-San Jose, 
cleared the Revenue and Taxa­ 
tion Committee Wednesday on 
a 10-1 vote and was sent to the 
Ways and Means Committee 
Under the bill, a taxpayer in­ 
stalling such devices could sub­ 
tract IO per cent of their cost 
from his state income tax bill 
The tax credit could not exceed 
$1,000 and would apply to items 
such as .solar home heating, 
swimming pool heaters and hot 
water heaters 
Solar energy advocates say 
the tax credit would be a m ajor 


spur to sales of the alternate 
heating systems The proposed 
tax break is designed to help the 
infant solar industry to expand 
and to promote conservation of 
other fuels such as natural gas 
The bill would take effect in 
January and would expire 
automatically five years later 
Solar space heating devices 
range from $3,000 to $8,000 for 
an average house, resulting in 
potential tax reductions of 
between $300 and $800 Howe­ 
ver, a taxpayer would have to 
be in the higher income tax 
brackets to receive such a large 
tax break because the average 
California now does not pay 
that much in state income 
taxes 
An average family of four 
earning $11,000 pays only $65 in 
state income taxes, for exam­ 


ple A family of four would have 
to warn about $16,000 to have a 
$300 state income tax bill that 
could be wiped out by the 
credit. 
Assem blym an 
Law rence 
Kapiloff, D-San Diego, com­ 
plained that low and middle in­ 
come citizens could not benefit 
from the tax break and 
suggested the $1,000 maximum 
credit be allowed over several 
years if a person could not use 
it all in one year The idea was 
rejected by the committee 
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LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Women who have taken birth 
control pills for more than five 
years are more likely than 
others to develop a previously 
rare form of benign liver 
tumor, according to research­ 
ers at the U n iversity of 
Southern California. 
“ All women on oral con­ 
traceptives should probably be 
informed of the risk and in­ 
structed to notify their physi­

Court rules on 


home arrests 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The California Supreme Court 
has held that u n less an 
emergency situation exists, 
police cannot arrest a person in 
his home without first obtaining 
a search warrant. 
The court’s ruling Wednesday 
overturned past procedure, un­ 
der which officers have been 
able to arrest a person in his 
home without a warrant so long 
as they had “ probable cause" 
to believe a felony has been 
committed. 
The new ruling will mean that 
police must be convinced of 
“ exigent 
circu m stan ces” 
before making an arrest in a 
private home without a war­ 
rant. 
The court interpreted “ exi­ 
gent circumstances" to mean 
“ an emergency situation re­ 
quiring swift action to prevent 
imminent danger to life or 
serious damage to property, or 
to forestall the imminent es­ 
cape of a suspect."

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Klamath clash: 
finicky eagles 
vs. 'progress' 


By CARRICK LEAVITT 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A pair of rare southern bald 
eagles is setting up housekeeping in a tall conifer pine above 
the Klamath R.ver IO miles south of the Oregon state line, 
smack in the way of "progress.” 
The eagles are two of only about 600 in the United States 
and mighty finicky about where they live. 
Now federal, state and local governments are battling 
over the feasibility of an airport next door. The U.S. Forest 
Service and the State Fish and Game Department say "no," 
all the commotion will force the birds to stop nesting 
forever. But the California Aeronautics Division — backed 
with tax rebate monies — Siskiyou County officials and a big 
land owner want that airstrip. 
The eagles, oblivious to the furor over their home in Seiad 
Valley, are renovating an old nest high up on the side of a 
ridge overlooking the river, making ready for the chicken- 
size eggs they’ll be carefully tending sometime in late 
March 
A land speculator bought up part of the valley on the north 
side of the river and donated 30 acres of ground to the county 
on condition it operate and maintain for 20 years a 3.000 foot 
recreational airport to be built by the state. He hopes ul­ 
timately to subdivide the rest of his property for cabin sites 
The airport would facilitate the travels of both prospective 
buyers and fishermen in pursuit of the steelhead rising to the

surface in the winding river. 
The Division of Aeronautics, unaware of the eagles in the 
beginning, liked the proposal. It chose Seiad Valley for a 
showcase airport entrance into a beautiful recreational 
area. 
By L973 things looked good for the county, which has had 
the airport on its m aster plan since 1960. The proposed 
project was to be financed with $250,000 through gasoline tax 
rebate funds 


The some 200 folks living in the valley were given to mak­ 
ing stops at the Post Office, grocery store and service sta­ 
tion to talk about how their new airport would boost the 
economy. 


But 1973 was the year Congress passed the Endangered 
Species Act which gives the U S. Forest Service powers to 
determine "critical habitats” of threatened wildlife. 
Wildlife authorities were quick to act. They said the Seiad 
Valley eagles had been pushed around enough. 
"If there were no men the eagles would nest right beside 
the river,” said Dan Abraham, forest supervisor of the 
Klamath National Forest "Their principal food is the fish 
and they like to be as close as possible. But now they are 
quite a ways up from the river—they are reaching the point 
of diminishing return We feel that if they would move one 


more time they would quit nesting ’ 
The birds have lived on the south side of the river since 
1970. A highway snakes along the north side — the airport 
side. 
"The river makes a big bend. There’s ripples and shallows 
in that particular spot where the eagles get at the fish,” said 
Abraham. "There was a gravel plant operating on the upper 
end two years ago. The eagles didn’t produce any young that 
year. If they get nervous and move again they could stop 
nesting.” 
In order for planes to land, the Forest Service must cut 
trees for clearance on the eagle’s side of the river. The plan 
calls for camping facilities to be constructed by the federal 
government. 


Following rejection of Hie airport plans by wildlife of­ 
ficials, the Aeronautics Division has been working on an en­ 
vironmental impact study. Fred Lemke, chief of the divi­ 
sion, and his staff in Sacramento received on Feb. 23 a report 
prepared by two bird experts brought in from Colorado to 
study the Seiad Valley. They made aircraft "overflights” of 
the area and spent several days on the ground watching the 
eagles before writing their 33-page report. A final decision 
on whether to attempt to go ahead with the airport is ex­ 
pected this week.

Breaks into small time 
Coach Bev trains Tigers

Coach Slaughter of the Tigers pee wee basketball 
team was a high school star, averaging 28 points per 
game as a senior in ’61. Slaughter was named to the 
Oklahoma All-State team. 
But the college recruiters didn t flock around. It 
might have been Slaughter's size (5’4” ) or the fact that 
Slaughter's first name is Bev. 


When she moved to California after college, Bev was 
disappointed at the near-total lack of sports oppor­ 
tunities for girls. She was disappointed again three 
years ago when she answered a plea in the Lompoc 
Record for coaches for the Lompoc Parks and Recrea­ 
tion Department’s youth basketball program. 


"They gave me the guy in charge of basketball at the 
time.” recalls Bev. "He didn’t ask if I played, or had 
any basketball experience. He just said I wasn’t eligi­ 
ble because women weren’t allowed to coach.” 


Evidently someone was passing out erroneous infor­ 
mation. Jack Anderson, supervisor of the Recreation 
Department then and now, says there has never been a 
no-woman policy. "We’d love to have em,” Jack says. 
But Bev didn’t press the issue. 
"You learn to accept it, I guess,” she says. " I’m not 
a woman’s libber, but I believe women should be given 
an equal chance to do what they can do.” 
So does Benny Payne, who organized the Village- 
Hills Youth League this year and welcomed Bev’s 
coaching application. 


says Payne, "I feel that her participation, along 
with the other women serving on the board, has 
brought a new dimension and broader perspective to 
the league.” 
So Bev became coach of the Tigers, a team of third 
and fourth graders. The boys call her “Coach.” 
She acts like a coach, spending much of the game 
walking along the sidelines yelling encouragement and 
instructions to her players. 
Neither Bev’s husband Bill nor her two sons are in­ 
volved in the basketball league, as they are par­ 
ticipating in soccer. But all three are enthusiastic sup­ 
porters and are always on hand when the Tigers play. 
Other than "a lot of strange looks (from spectators), 
nothing you can pinpoint,” her coaching career has 
been hassle-free. 
Bev has a solid sports background. She started play­ 
ing basketball in the second grade, and has competed 
in softball, volleyball, horseshoes and other sports. 
Despite a bum sports knee, she still plays golf and ten­ 
nis, rides a.bike, and plays baseball with her sons. 
A coach,, she believes, should stress fundamentals, 
and leave the intricate patterns for later on in the 
players’ careers. 
"At the beginning of the season I designated the 
players as forwards and centers and guards,” says 
Slaughter, “and it thoroughly confused them. So we 
discontinued the naming of positions.” 
Winning isn t everything, she believes, but the team 
has picked up three wins and is having fun. Not bad for 
a rookie coach.

DEAR POLLY — We have a coleus plant that did fine 
during the summer hut now it is dying inside the house 
so what should we do? Also a wandering jew plant in a 
hanging basket died and we wonder what happened. 
Both were fed with tap water. —PAMELA. 
DEAR PAMELA — I always think of coleus as an out­ 
door plant bat it certainly can be brought indoor*. Many 
who use it as a bed plant In the summer take cuttings 
late la the season, root, put in small pots and carry over 
the winter In a sunny window in a room about 60 
degrees. Old plants can often be trimmed back and will 
then flourish. Did you use any plant food? 
Wandering jew will even grow in water. You may 
have watered your plants too much or again not enough. 
Or, perhaps the water was too cold — room temperature 
is about right. The amount of light plants get has much to 
do with their growth. Since both your plants were 
brought in from out of doors they may have been in­ 
fected. I find most plants rather temperamental and 
many of us let them stay in rooms that are far too hot 
and dry. — POLLY.

Dear Board Members: 
Students are the living aim and end of 
all education Those of us in education — 
teachers, 
adm inistrators, 
trustees, 
parents, etc bcome involved in educa­ 
tion because we believe this. 
If the aim of the Board of Trustees in 
advocating school closure is not to better 
the needs of the students, then they need 
to seriously examine their motives. 
What do teachers advocate? Ask 
yourself these questions? Do teachers 
stand in jeopardy of losing their jobs if 
schools close? Will teachers have to take 
a loss in pay if schools close? Will 
teachers have to work more if schools 
close’' Obviously the answer to all of 
these questions is “ no.” Did the teachers 
become involved in an attempt to keep 
the La Honda School open? Were the El 
C am ino teach ers sincere in th eir 
requests to spare their school? Why are 
teachers at Miguelito School and La 
M esa School so d isco u rag ed and 
demoralized these days? One m ust as­ 
sume that as educators they are fighting 
for quality education 
I know of no knowledgeable teacher 
that would advise you that students will 
be better served by closing their school 
and sending them to a new environment, 
I know of no thoughtful teacher who will 
agree that a larger school offers greater 
flexibility — quite the opposite I know of 
no principal who would agree that a 
larger school is a better school and that 
problems are not multiplied by numbers 
of students. 
Personally, it is difficult for me to im­ 
agine taxpayers advising you to cut ex­ 
penses at the price of relocatin g 
hundreds of children. Taxpayers want 
"dollar value" for money spent, but they 
are also humane people, concerned

parents and some even concerned gran­ 
dparents. What a true waste of tax­ 
payer’s money if we continue on a course 
that tends to alienate parents, add to the 
insecurity of children, dem oralize 
teachers and put innovative programs in 
jeopardy. 
As a “ seasoned teacher” my aim has 
always been to move education ahead, by 
examining and evaluating what I do, to 
read, learn, question and be determined 
to leave education better than when I 
entered the profession — and I stand 
ready to be judged! 
What is the aim and end of the Board of 
Trustees? Is it to save money? If so, then 
the “concerned taxpayers” certainly 
must see that the paltry sum saved by 
school closure is merely an attem pt to 
appease irate taxpayers Whose rponey 
is being saved by moving elementary 
students to one school in order to move 
college students to their school? Tax­ 
payers, it all comes out of our pockets! If 
the aim of the Trustees is better “ space 
utilization” then we need to put some of 
our collective minds together and allow 
ourselves to solve this problem in an im­ 
aginative and innovative manner During 
the Cia of “ baby boom” and increasing 
population we allowed ourselves, in an 
attem pt to solve the housing problem, 
the poor economy of placing large m as­ 
ses of students in school situations. Have 
you considered the results9 Now with 
declining population we need to take the 
luxury of time and make decisions and to 
re-examine our values and aims for 
these sm aller numbers of students. Cer­ 
tainly it would be a step backward to 
repeat an educational evil and again 
place large numbers of students in those 
larger schools for the simple reason of 
better building utilization.

Gains in voters

This being an election year, politicians 
and would-be politicians are bound to be 
intrigued with new realities brought 
about by the shift in supervisorial dis­ 
trict boundaries 
The Fourth Supervisorial District for 
exam ple gained Buellton, Solvang and 
Santa Ynez from the Third District in the 
e a s t, and m ost of 
Guadalupe from the 
Fifth District in the 
northwest. 
At the same time 
the Fourth D istrict 
gave up Los Alamos to 
the 
F ifth D istrict. 
T h e r e 
a r e 
so m e 
changes in the south, 
but they don’t involve 
much political impact. 
Few voters are in­ 
volved in other words. 
Overall, the Fourth 
D istrict gained about 
voters, rising from a 
voters before the boundary changes, to 
14,967 afterward. The gain breaks down 
to about 1.560 registered Republicans 
and about 1.100 Democrats. 
The overall gains were spread over the 
whole district. Gains greater than those 
noted were realized in some areas, but 
offset in others. For exam ple, the 
acquisition of one consolidate precinct in 
Vista, plus precincts in Buellton. Santa 
Ynez. Solvang and Los Olivos, added 
2,050 Republicans and 1,454 Democrats 
to the Fourth District rolls. 
Democratic party gains surpassed 
those of Republicans in the acquisition of 
precincts in Bonita and Guadalupe, all in 
the Guadalupe area. The area added 519 
Dem ocrats and only 183 Republicans. 
In other respects, the picture wouldn’t 
be complete without noting that the 
Fourth District lost 886 Democrats and 
686 Republicans when Los Alamos and a 
southern sliver of Orcutt were returned 
to the Fifth D istrict from whence they 
once came. 
B efore the boundary changes the 


Fourth District had about 54 per cent 
Democratic registration and 40 per cent 
Republican. After the realignment of the 
boundaries, there was 51 per cent 
Democrats and 43 per cent Republican. 
All figures are approximate 
It should be noted that there are also 
small numbers of registered voters in 
the m inority p arties. The Fourth 
D istric t's present total of 14.967 
registered voters consists of 7.702 
D em ocrats. 6.427 R epublicans. 714 
declined to state; 67 American Indepen­ 
dent Party. 12 Peace and Freedom Par­ 
ty; 6 La Raza Unida. and 39 m is­ 
cellaneous. 
It is reasonable to assume that a 
registered Democrat, even in a non­ 
partisan election such as the super­ 
visorial contest that is upcoming, would 
fare better in the Guadalupe area than a 
registered Republican 
By the same 
token a registered Republican with a 
moderate growth record, as opposed to a 
no-growth record, will do better in the 
Santa Ynez-Solvang-Buellton area than a 
registered Democrat, all things being 
equal, of course. Sometimes a campaign 
issue or a particular candidate can 
change how people vote. 
It should be noted that we're talking 
now about voters and not about popula­ 
tion as revealed by a head count.

It was a banality some time before I 
was bom that the Olympic Games do 
about as much to induce good feeling in 
the world as summit conferences or 
world wars. On the whole, individual 
sportsm en are good losers. T heir 
coaches aren't, nor are their sponsors. 
The loss of a gold medal is resented less 
by an athlete who has 
no answer to the ques­ 
tion — “ But didn’t the 
other guy in fact swim 
faster than you did?" 
— than by the struc­ 
ture of coaches and 
bureaucrats who were 
counting on him 
If it’s the United 
States you're talking 
about, other concerns 
soon crowd out the 
h u m i l i a t i o n of a 
defeat. If it is the 
Soviet Union you are talking about, awful 
things happen, and the shadow of Gulag, 
already ubiquitous, darkens 
The in- 
between states suffer according as their 
national pride is. in the sporting event in 
question, blended with their national 
economic interests. Austria and Italy are 
in point. The relatively poor showing of 
their athletes will cost the winter sports 
industries tens of millions of dollars. 
The historian Peter Viereck. many 
years ago. accounted in part for the ins­ 
tant unpopularity of Nazi Germ any 
among American intellectuals, by con­ 
trast with the instant relative popularity 
of the Soviet Union, by pointing to two 
symbols. The Nazis enshrined the athlete 
and the soldier. The Soviet Union, the 
worker and the intellectual. Myths die 
hard, though one must suppose that you 
would have to go all the way over to. say. 
the Ram parts Magazine crowd to find 
someone today who believes that the 
Soviet Unions has done anything for the 
worker or for the intellectual. 


The Soviet Union, on the other hand, 
does much for the athlete. I would not be 
surprised if. say three or four Olympics 
from now. we saw Soviet athletes 
genetically bred under the purposive 
auspices of socialism “ Miss Plitoski is 
the daughter of Ivan Plitoski. who won a 
gold medal in the 1968 Olympics, and 
Olga Iskova. who won a gold medal in ♦he 
1972 Olympics. Her grandmother won a 
silver in 1956 ...” The Moscow new­ 
spaper. Sovietskv. was there last week 
announcing that “ the Soviet medal 
harvest reaffirm s the indisputable ad­ 
vantages of the Socialist system of 
physical education "
